I believe that a great 
part of the frauds come from this 
very circumstance. ‘The trouble is 
aggravated by the uncertainties of 
the meaning of the revenue laws, 
and the eonstruction placed upon 
them. There could be no higher 
duty performed by Congress than to 
give this question its earliest consid- 
eration, and meeting the difficulty 
with some proper act that will sim- 
plify the whole system. No better 
guide could be had in the adjustment 
than to adopt the customs in common 
use among merchants themselves 
where difficulties arose. The busi- 
ness of all parties here ended, and at 
5p. m. the Committee adjourned to 
meet again on Wednesday.
